NATIONAL KOREAN WAR 
VETERANS ARMISTICE DAY 2018

Mr. POE of Texas. Mr. Speaker, July 27th 
was National Korean War Veterans Armistice 
Day, marking the day in 1953 when the armi-
stice was signed at Panmunjom. 

The Korean War is often referred to as ‘‘the 
Forgotten War.’’ Our boys were largely ig-
nored when they arrived home. There were no 
tickertape parades like at the end of World 
War II, and there were no violent protests 
against the war like with Vietnam. The Admin-
istration did not even refer to the conflict as a 
war but rather as a police action. Well, Mr. 
Speaker, it was a war. It was a war where 
Americans went and fought. 

In 1950, communist North Korea, backed by 
brutal dictatorships in China and the Soviet 
Union, crossed the 38th Parallel in an invasion 
of free South Korea. The communist forces 
pushed the South Koreans back, nearly forc-
ing them off of the peninsula entirely. With 
their heels touching the tide, South Korea 
called 911. 

America was not ready for another war. The 
Pentagon was in the process of downsizing 
the military, both in budget and in manpower. 
But, as history shows, when the world dials 
911, America answers. So President Truman 

ordered troops to land at Pusan to aid the be-
leaguered South Korean forces. 

Over the course of the next three years, the 
United States fought a grueling conflict but 
successfully managed to drive the communist 
forces out of South Korea. The fighting ceased 
when the armistice agreement was signed at 
Panmunjom, but to this day, no official peace 
document has been signed. 

Over 35,000 Americans died in this war, 
and more than 7,000 are still missing. Thou-
sands more came home with the scars of war 
or suffered in prisoner of war camps. Most in 
uniform served with great distinction and dem-
onstrated that the American soldier is a rare 
breed. 

One such individual was one of my late con-
stituents, Sergeant Donald Foisie. Sergeant 
Foisie was pinned down on Hill 303 in August 
1950, but he stood his ground. When the com-
munist forces overran the hill, he and a friend 
hid in a rice paddy, using bamboo sticks to get 
air. The two survived and rejoined American 
forces when the hill was retaken. 

Mr. Speaker, the sacrifice and bravery of 
American soldiers in the Korean War should 
be remembered and honored. Just this week, 
Vice President PENCE accepted the remains of 
fallen Korean war soldiers, at last making their 
return home from North Korean soil. After 60 
years, these noble ones who gave their lives 
will be forgotten no more. This is a welcome 
step following the June 12th meeting between 
President Trump and Kim Jong-Un, however, 
we must continue to strive towards our goal of 
complete, verifiable, and irreversible 
denuclearization by North Korea. These Ko-
rean War patriots deserve our utmost respect 
and admiration, because the worst casualty of 
war is to be forgotten. 

And that is just the way it is.

IN MEMORY OF ROBERT ‘‘RED’’ 
MCKEON

Mr. COURTNEY. Mr. Speaker, I rise today 
to reflect on the life of the legendary Robert 
‘‘Red’’ McKeon, Chief of Occum Volunteer Fire 
Department in Norwich, CT. Red passed away 
in March, and the village has felt his loss 
deeply. His life’s work was improving fire and 
emergency services anywhere he could. He 
was an institution in his own right and I’d like 
to take a moment to reflect on his life of serv-
ice at the local, state, and national level. 

Red McKeon was born in Putnam, CT and 
was a U.S. Army veteran who served in the 
Korean War. He joined the Occum Volunteer 
Fire Department in 1944, and in 1960, he be-
came chief—a position he held for 34 years. 
During his tenure, Red was an innovator and 
he established an ambulance service at his 
station which was one of the first volunteer op-
erations in Connecticut to have one. He also 
pushed for the creation of a pension system 
for Norwich volunteer firefighters. This benefit 
has been imitated by many volunteer depart-
ments as an effective tool to recruit and retain 
volunteers. After his retirement he made him-
self available to offer advice to the next gen-

eration of community leaders. He even chan-
neled his energy and newfound spare time 
into the development of a neighborhood park 
that was ultimately named in his honor. 

Red’s activism went beyond his hometown. 
He became one of the first certified EMTs in 
the state and he lobbied for stronger EMT 
training criteria across Connecticut. He was 
also a member of the Connecticut State Fire-
man’s Association, serving briefly as president 
and maintaining a position as treasurer for 20 
years. In 2009, he became a member of the 
first class of honorees inducted into the asso-
ciation’s hall of fame. 

Red’s leadership extended just as far on the 
national stage as it did at home. He and his 
team worked with the Center for Disease Con-
trol to certify the development of training for 
EMT and MRT personnel which was then im-
plemented nationally. He joined forces with the 
CDC once more to develop OSHA training 
and guidelines pertaining to AIDS. He also 
helped create the Public Safety Officers’ Ben-
efits Program as well as the National Volun-
teer Fire Council on which he served as chair-
man from 1991 to 1995. He was awarded the 
council’s E. James Monihan Director Award 
for achievements that exemplify outstanding 
performance and have gone above normal ex-
pectations. 

On a personal note, when I was first elected 
to Congress in 2006, Red was a frequent vis-
itor to my district office and was an invaluable 
source of advice and help on Department of 
Homeland Security Programs such as the As-
sistance to Firefighters Grant that has bene-
fitted small departments all across eastern 
Connecticut. He was always quick with a smile 
and corny jokes for me and my staff and we 
welcomed his visits over the years. 

Red, from the little village of Occum, led a 
remarkable life, representing the United States 
at World Federation of Firefighters con-
ferences all over the world. He even had audi-
ences with multiple high-level dignitaries in-
cluding President George H.W. Bush and Vice 
President Dan Quayle, then First Lady Hillary 
Clinton, and even Pope Pius XII and Pope 
John Paul. 

Mr. Speaker, I ask my colleagues to please 
join me in honoring the memory of Red 
McKeon. He was a shining example of what it 
means to be a citizen-servant and Occum will 
not be the same without him.

Ms. JACKSON LEE. Mr. Speaker, it is with 
a heavy heart that I rise to remember and pay 
tribute to Ronald V. Dellums, the pioneering, 
legendary, brilliant, and dynamic former Chair-

man of the House Armed Services Committee 
who represented the residents of California 
9th Congressional District in this body for 27 
years. 

Ronald Dellums died peacefully on July 30, 
2018, at his home in Washington D.C. after 
waging a heroic but losing battle against pros-
tate cancer; he was 82 years old. 

Born November 24, 1935 in Oakland, Cali-
fornia, to Verney and Willa Dellums, Ronald 
Vernie Dellums would go on to lead a con-
sequential life marked by public service, active 
engagement, and passionate leadership. 

These qualities—service, engagement, pas-
sionate commitment—were Dellums family 
traits; Ron’s father was a longshoreman and 
active in the labor movement and his uncle, 
Cottrell Laurence Dellums, helped A. Philip 
Randolph organize the Brother of Sleeping 
Car Porters, before being elected President of 
the union in 1966. 

In 1954, after graduating from high school, 
and during the height of the Cold War, Ronald 
Dellums enlisted in the United States Marine 
Corps and served two years before being hon-
orably discharged in 1956. 

His honorable service to the nation enabled 
him to attend college on the G.I. Bill and in 
1958 he earned an Associate of Arts degree 
from Oakland City College, followed by a 
Bachelor of Science degree in 1960 from San 
Francisco State University, an M.S.W. from 
the University of California at Berkeley in 
1962. 

Upon graduation from UC-Berkeley, Ronald 
Dellums worked as a psychiatric social worker 
for the California Department of Mental Hy-
giene and taught at San Francisco State Uni-
versity and the University of California at 
Berkeley, work which soon led him to become 
involved in local politics. 

In 1967, at the age of 32, Ronald was elect-
ed to the Berkeley City Council, where he 
served until 1970, when he was elected to 
Congress as an anti-Vietnam War activist, de-
feating the incumbent in the primary, and win-
ning the general election in a landslide. 

In 1972, Ronald Dellums was reelected to 
the 93rd Congress and to the succeeding 
Congresses, never winning election with less 
than 57 percent of the vote. 

During his tenure in Congress, Ronald Del-
lums served on the House Committees on 
Foreign Affairs, the District of Columbia, Post 
Office and Civil Service, the Permanent Select 
Committee on Intelligence, and Armed Serv-
ices, which he chaired from 1993 to 95 and 
was Ranking Member from 1995 until his re-
tirement from the House in 1998. 

Throughout his congressional career, Ron-
ald Dellums, who cofounded the Congres-
sional Black Caucus in 1971 and the Congres-
sional Progressive Caucus in 1991, was one 
of the Capitol’s leading authorities and voices 
challenging the underlying assumptions of the 
U.S. military budget. 

Ronald Dellums also led the congressional 
opposition to the apartheid regime in South Af-
rica, winning passage of the Comprehensive 
Anti-Apartheid Act of 1986 by congressional 
override of President Reagan’s veto, the first 
override in the 20th century of a presidential 
foreign policy veto. 

Ronald Dellums championed for equal rights 
for Americans and was one of the first to call 
for the integration of gays and lesbians into 
the military. 

In addition to championing equal rights, Ron 
Dellums was a strong supporter of historic 
preservation. 
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He emerged as one of the most radical and 

outspoken Congressmen in Washington, and 
a spokesperson for African American commu-
nity affairs and for his radical political beliefs. 

After retiring from Congress in 1998, Ronald 
Dellums served as president of Healthcare 
International Management, an organization 
that worked with the newly democratic South 
African government to develop low cost, af-
fordable healthcare and bring awareness, pre-
vention and treatment in response to the AIDS 
epidemic. 

Mr. Speaker, Ron Dellums lived a long and 
fulfilling life and made his mark in the world by 
making a difference in the lives of untold num-
bers of individuals. 

I hope that Ron’s family and loved ones are 
comforted by the fact that the lives of millions 
of people here at home and around the world 
were touched by the service of one of the 
great social activists, political leaders, and 
statesmen of the 20th century. 

Mr. Speaker, I ask the House to observe a 
moment of silence in memory of Ronald V. 
Dellums, a tireless and eloquent voice for jus-
tice and equality, who did so much to ensure 
that America always strives to live up to the 
promise of its founding ideals and remain a 
beacon and example for the world.

Ms. NORTON. Mr. Speaker, I rise today to 
ask the House of Representatives to join me 
in honoring the Mamie Johnson Little League 
for winning the District of Columbia’s Little 
League championship title on July 24, 2018. 

Only three years since its inception, Mamie 
Johnson is the first all-African American team 
to win the Little League championship title in 
the annual tournament’s 31 years in the Dis-
trict. 

Mamie Johnson won the title game against 
Capitol Hill Little League, and will move on to 
compete in the regional tournament, in Bristol, 
Connecticut, with their sights on the Little 
League World Series. 

Keith Barnes, president of the Mamie John-
son Little League, founded the league just four 
years ago in Ward 7, here in the District of 
Columbia. He named the team after Mamie 
‘‘Peanut’’ Johnson, the first female pitcher in 
the Negro Leagues, who lived and died in 
D.C. Johnson herself was present to see her 
namesake Little League make it to the finals 
in last year’s tournament. This year’s cham-
pionship game was played at the Washington 
Nationals Youth Baseball Academy, located in 
Fort Dupont. One of the reasons the District 
had no teams east of the Anacostia River is 
there was no place to play until recently. The 
land for the Academy was secured through a 
federal land transfer from the National Park 
Service to the District in 2010—an effort in 
which I was proud to play an essential role. 

In 2017, Major League Baseball’s opening- 
day rosters had the lowest percentage of 
black players since 1958. In 2018, that num-
ber of 7.1 percent increased to 7.8 percent, or 
68 African Americans. This modest increase 
has been attributed to youth programs such as 
the Academy’s ‘‘YBA Play’’ program. 

At a time when African American participa-
tion in America’s favorite pastime has been 
declining, the Mamie Johnson Little League 
presents a different future for baseball. They 
have already been an inspiration to kids in the 
District and have reintroduced an appetite for 
the sport in young children. 

Mr. Speaker, I ask the House of Represent-
atives to join me in honoring the Mamie John-
son Little League for their win in the District’s 
Little League championship and for making 
tournament history as the first all-African 
American team to take the title.

CONFERENCE REPORT ON H.R. 5515, 
NATIONAL DEFENSE AUTHORIZA-
TION ACT FOR FISCAL YEAR 2019 

SPEECH OF 

HON. JEB HENSARLING

Mr. HENSARLING. Mr. Speaker, I rise in 
strong support of the conference report and 
want to congratulate my friend and fellow 
Texan, Chairman MAC THORNBERRY for his 
leadership and hard work to get us to this 
point and his willingness to work with the Fi-
nancial Services Committee on a number of 
provisions where we have shared jurisdiction. 

I wish to address one title in particular: the 
Foreign Investment Risk Review Moderniza-
tion Act, or FIRRMA, which reforms the Com-
mittee on Foreign Investment in the United 
States (CFIUS). FIRRMA represents the first 
significant update to CFIUS since passage of 
the Foreign Investment and National Security 
Act of 2007. In the intervening 11 years, a 
number of gaps in CFIUS’s jurisdiction have 
emerged that FIRRMA now seeks to close, 
particularly in the realm of sensitive non-con-
trolling investments and real estate trans-
actions near national security-related sites. 

This is not to say that everything outside 
CFIUS’s jurisdiction qualifies as a gap. Far 
from it. Although the House and Senate both 
produced their own versions of FIRRMA, the 
House approach was generally more cautious 
in the authorities it delegated to CFIUS. If 
CFIUS needed to review transactions that 
genuinely posed a national security risk, the 
House worked in good faith to determine 
which additional powers were called for, but 
also circumscribed those powers appropriately 
to prevent overreach and unintended con-
sequences. 

The final version of FIRRMA adopts many 
important provisions from the House’s bill 
(H.R. 5841), which passed this chamber in 
June by a vote of 400 to 2. 

For instance, the text that we have nego-
tiated focuses on U.S. businesses that own, 
operate, or supply—and by ‘‘supply,’’ we mean 
provide—critical infrastructure, targeting spe-
cific information or influence that could be 
transferred. This approach is designed to pre-
vent CFIUS from sweeping up entire economic 
sectors regardless of a business’s connection 
to national security.

Even within the scope of ‘‘critical infrastruc-

ture,’’ FIRRMA makes explicit that CFIUS is 
only to focus on the subset of systems and 
assets that are likely to be important to na-
tional security. There are technically a number 
of assets that fall within critical infrastructure 
sectors broadly, including everything from res-
taurants to amusement parks, but the bar for 
inclusion under FIRRMA is much higher. 
FIRRMA makes this clear. 

CFIUS must also limit its new jurisdiction to 
certain categories of investors, which is meant 
to include foreign persons connected with 
problematic countries. Those categories of for-
eign persons are not intended to target our al-
lies. 

As under current law, CFIUS will continue to 
have jurisdiction over foreign investments in 
U.S. businesses when a transaction could re-
sult in control of the business. Under 
FIRRMA—and we have confirmed this point 
with the Treasury Department—CFIUS will 
continue to be limited to transactions involving 
a U.S. business only to the extent of its activi-
ties in interstate commerce. 

Finally, a key innovation originating in the 
House is the protection of sensitive personal 
data of U.S. citizens that may be exploited in 
a manner threatening national security. While 
some had sought to expand this language to 
include personally identifiable information 
more broadly, the conference committee re-
jected that approach in order to focus only on 
sensitive data with a clear link to national se-
curity. 

Again, the need for CFIUS modernization 
was clear, and the conference committee has 
worked to address it through FIRRMA. At the 
same time, we have ensured that expansions 
to CFIUS’s jurisdiction are themselves appro-
priately limited in order to preserve our coun-
try’s open investment climate. It is this open-
ness to investment that drives forward our pro-
ductivity, innovation, and growth, making 
openness itself indispensable to national secu-
rity. 

I want to thank Members on both sides of 
the aisle who helped ensure that the will of the 
House was reflected in the conference report. 
I especially want to acknowledge the author of 
the House’s CFIUS bill, Mr. PITTENGER of 
North Carolina who has been a tireless advo-
cate for reform, and my fellow conferees from 

the Financial Services Committee: the gen-
tleman from Kentucky, Mr. BARR, who chairs 
our Monetary Policy and Trade Subcommittee, 
as well as the Ranking Member of the Full 
Committee, the gentle lady from California, 
Mrs. WATERS. This legislation is narrowly fo-
cused on national security while keeping 
America’s doors open to investment. For that 
reason, it deserves our support.

Mr. NEWHOUSE. Mr. Speaker, I rise today 
to introduce an important piece of legislation 
authorizing the Secretary of the Interior to 
transfer title of certain Bureau of Reclamation 
(BOR) assets to the Kennewick Irrigation Dis-
trict (KID) in Central Washington. 

This straightforward legislation, in accord-
ance with a December 2017 Memorandum of 
Agreement (MOA) between the Kennewick Irri-
gation District and BOR, will transfer title of 
works beginning at the KID’s head gate and 
extending 40 miles east. The transfer includes 
the conveyance of land and project facilities 
and should be completed no later than two 
years after the enactment. 

In working toward a successful transfer, the 
KID will include an Environmental Assessment 
under the National Environmental Policy Act 
as well as all necessary Endangered Species 
Act review, National Historical Preservation 
Act review, and a hazardous materials review. 
The KID and BOR have also committed to en-
sure that all stakeholders, tribal concerns, and 
local interests have a seat at the table 
throughout the process. In addition to ensuring 
the proper reviews are completed, KID will 
repay their allocated share of construction 
costs to the federal government. 

Throughout Central Washington, there are 
several irrigation districts which work to man-
age and maintain reliable water supplies to cit-
ies, farmers, tribes, and recreational interest 
and they have done so successfully for many 
decades. The KID is no different. By com-
pleting this title transfer we can ensure there 
will be a safe, reliable, and efficient water sup-
ply for the next generation.

They first built 
a log church that was the foundation for 
present day First Baptist Church. As the 
church grew, they built a brick building and ex-
panded facilities over the years. Reverend 
Campbell served as pastor until 1896. The 
church has been led by nine devoted pastors 
over its history. Reverend A.C. Goodloe was 
the church’s eighth pastor and was active in 
the civil rights movement. 

First Baptist Church’s current pastor is Rev-
erend Dr. Robert Blythe, who has served 
since 1981. Under his pastorate, the fifth 
church building was constructed on the his-
toric site of that first log cabin church. The 
church is an active part of Madison County, 
serving those in need. Over the past 175 
years, countless lives have been touched by 
the word of God received at First Baptist 
Church. From humble beginnings, this church 
has grown and affected many lives in a pow-
erful way. They have been Lighting the Way 
since 1843. 

I congratulate the members of First Baptist 
Church in Richmond on their 175th anniver-
sary and wish them many more years of suc-
cessful ministry, serving God and reaching out 
to the community.
